Introduction of Monopolies. 

The government has not yet shown 
its hand regarding the méans with 
which it proposes to cover this enor- 
mous deficit, but it is certain that 
much is anticipated from the introd@ac- 
tion of monopolies. From an alcohol 
monopoly it is hoped to clear $0 mil- 
lion marks after the distilleries have 
been compensated, but that will mean 
a rise in the price of the raw spirt, 
which will, of course, be reflected in 
the price to the consumer of the refin- 
ed article. In view of the high price 
of living which at present is the source 
of. much wuffering and general com- 
plaint in- Germany, it looks as if this! 
method of raising’ money would not 
commend itself to the Reichstag. The 
unanimous rejection by public opinion 
of the ballon d'essal, which has beer 
launched to test the state of public 
opinion with regard to an Imperta) 
monopoly of electricity, ought to suffice 
te nip.shat project in the bud.
